of ways departments on all divisions 
•of the system, it is stated. 
A vast 
amount of construction 
wo^k 
has 
been mapped out for the present year 
and while the number of men em­ 
ployes is larger than for years the 
need of additional laborers is appar­ 
ent. 
The 
Southwestern 
divisions 
are 
sharing in the extensive program. 
On the Indiana division, it is said, 
about 5 ,000 tons of steel, amounting 
to approximately forty-two miles of 
track, will he laid before December 
31. 
Pra ctica lly all the present track 
on this division is to receive much 
attention 
during 
the 
next 
eight 
months and quite a lot of ballast 
work is to be done. 
An employe of 
the local maintenance of ways de­ 
partment said today that the plan- 
called for a first class railroad in 
every particular and that fir-t a t­ 
tention would be given to placing the 
track and roadbed in the best pos­ 
sible condition. 
It is said that the pay roll of the 
maintenance of ways department of 
the Indiana division is twice as great 
now as it was this time last year. 
The total monthly pay roll in this 
department 
alone last 
month 
w a­ 
shout $36 ,000 while for the same 
month in 1915 it amounted to a little 
in exceed of $12,000. The new track, 
it is stated, is to he laid near Cin­ 
cinnati, Moores Ilill, on the Louis­ 
ville Branch and also several places 
west of this city.

trackmen now in the employ of the 
Indiana division more can be used, 
it is stated. 
It is expected that the 
men who are taken on now’ will he
